Reduced In Price 


$5.00 Reduction in Charges for Cars 


Up to 110 inch Wheelbase 


Reduction of approximately $5 in 
the license fee for the lower priced 
passenger automobiles, up to 115 
inches, to take effect at the first of 
the year when all motor licenses are 
due, ig announced by Premier Reid, 
following a survey of the motor lic- 
ense situation by the cabinet. There 
will be no change in the license year. 
Subsequently it is the intention of 
the government, states Mr. Reid, to 
raise the tax on gasoline by one cent, 
bringing the tax to seven cents per 
gallon. Tiis will be a feature of the 
budget to be presented at the forth- 
coming session of the legislature. 

The usual reductions granted in 
license fees at April 1, July 1, and 
November 1 will be carried through, 
applying to the reduced fees as an- 
mounced as well as to other fees. The 
reduction in fees will make the lic- 
ence on all cars not exceeding 100- 
inch wheelbase $10 instead of the 
present $15, on cars not over 105-inch 
wheelbase $12.50 instead of $17.50; 
On cars not over 110 inches, $15 in- 
stead of $20; and on cars not over 
115 inches, $20 instead of $22.50. 
Cars on the 115-inch wheelbase will 
be licensed at the same rate as at 
present. There will be a reduction of 
$1 also in the license fees for all mo- 
tor vehicles manufactured eight years 
previous to January 1 of the current 
licanse year.

Fine or Jail Term Penalty For Failing 


To Register Guns, Revolvers 


OTTAWA—A fine not more than 
$50 or imprisonment not exceeding 
thirty days, or both, will be the pen- 
alty exacted from those luckbess per- 
sons caught with unregistered re- 
volvers or pistols on and after Janu- 
ary Ist. ‘ 

Proclamation of an amendment to 
the criminal code which fixes these 
penalties, sets the date when regis- 
tration becomes compulsory as New 
Year's day. 


In a statement from the justice 
department it is set forth that reg- 
istration of pistols or revolvers is in 
no wise authority for persons to car- 
ry these weapons on their persons. 


Where permits are required by the 
owners of pistols and revolvers these 
must be obtained in addition to the 
registration required. 

Registration of pistols and revol- 
vers will be performed in Alberta. by 
the officer commanding the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police and such 
Cfficers as are appointed by him, and 
in the cities and large towns by the} 
chief constable.

Tomato Soup Cake 

Two tablespoons shortening, one 
teaspoonful soda, two cups flour, one 
teaspoonful cinnamon, one cup sugar, 
one can condensed tomato soup, one 
cup raisins, one-half 
cloves.

T. A. Grehan, advertisement manager of 
the Dublin (Ireland) Independent Newspa- 
pers, Ltd., says: 


“My bunch of newspapers—all nation- 
wide circulation—have just gone through a 
period of complete ‘silence’ lasting almost nine 
weeks. That is to say we were unable to issue 
one copy over all that time. Labour trouble 
was the reason, but let that pass. The point is 
that asa result of that elimination of our news- 
papers, the business of our regular advertisers 
went completely wallop. There was undilut- 
ed desolation. Stores here that knew cram- 
med floors regularly as a matter of course, re- 
sulting from their budgets of advertising of- 


fers, were as idle as a painted ship upon a 


painted ocean. 


‘As an old campaigner, it stunned me to 
see just what the value of newspaper advertis- 
ing is. Our merchants tried all sorts of other 
devices to get over the handicap of this no- 
newspaper period. ‘They tried the street cars, 
the bill boards, the movies, the hand bills, even 
the air. No worth-while results accrued altho 
I have reason to know that the cost was as 
heavy in the aggregate, in sgyne cases decided- 
ly heavier, than if the money involved had 
been expended in newspapers. And remem- 
ber this big point, the results in business were 


definitely unsatisfactory. 


““T have been in this live business of news- 
paper advertising for so many years that | 
thought I knew how the thing worked. | did- 
n't know. This just-concluded newspaper sil- 
ence has taught me a volume of things and if 
there is one thing above all that sticks out it is 
that a country without its newspapers is a 
country blindfolded completely. Our people 
here were positively bewildered. We all 
went around wondering what in the name of 
blazes was going on, but the poor bewildered 
advertiser felt that the wind had completely 
dropped, his business craft was becalmed, 
business movement was, as I said at the outset, 


as idle as a painted ship on a painted ocean. 


“If ever I felt lukewarm on the question 


of the value of newspaper advertising, and | 


doubt if I evar did, lam now a ‘roaring, tear- 
ing, hot-gospeller.’ Boys, it has been an amaz- 


ing eye-opener. So, let us say, out of evil com- 


eth good.”

Montreal, Dec. 29—-The improve- 
ment in the earnings of the Canadian 
Nationai Railways which commenced 
in the latter part of 1933, continued 
throughout 1934, with the result that 
the gross revenues of the C.N.R. all- 
inclusive system for this year will be 
approximately $16,000,000 greater 
than in 1933. It is particularly sig- 
nificant that there was a substantial 
increase in the movement of manu- 
factured products and merchandise, 
demonstrating increased business 
activity. The improvement in the au- 
tomobile, lumber and newsprint in- 
dustries is also indicated by increased 
movement of these products. The 
grain movement during the year was 
slightly less tham in 1933. 

The benefft of operating economies 
made during the depression is evi- 
denced by the fact that 'the increased 
traffic has been handled in such a 
manner that tthe net operating rev- 
enue of the System will be approxi- 
mately $7,000,000 in excess of 1933, 
and this despite the fact that ap- 
proximately $4,500,000 more has beer 
expended on maintaining the proper- 
ty and equipment. This result dem- 
onstrates in a very real manner the 
ability of the System to take full ad- 
vantage of increasing revenues from 
traffic. 

The figures for 1934 and 1933 are 
as follows: 

1934 estimated revenues, $164,900,- 


| 000; expenses, $152,200,000; net oper- | 
| ating revenue, $12,700,000. 


1933 actual revenues, $148,520,000; 


| expenses, $142,815,000; net operating’ 
| revenue, $5,705,000. 


Increase -— Revenues, $16,380,000; 


expenses, $9,385,000; net cperating 
| revenues, $6,995,000. | 


These results have been obtained 
by a strict adherence to the budge- 
tary control of expenses. I wish to 


| express my appreciation of the loyal 


co-operation of officers and employees 
which has rendered such a gratifying’ 
performance possible. 

One effect of the improvement in 
traffic has been that approximately 
5,000 employees returned to full or 
part-time work for the National rail- 
ways in 1934. The increased payroll 
distribution during the year was ap- 
proximately $4,000,000 

Some indication of the improvement 
in the operating efficiency of the 
System may be obtained from a com- 
parison of the results for 1934 with 


| those of 1931. With a gross revenue 


in 1934, which was $35,000,000 less 
than in 1931, the net operating rev- 
enue improved more than $11,000,- 
000 over 1931. 

Following upon negotiations be- 
tween the Canadian Railways and the 
various groups of organized labor, a- 
greement was reached whereby the 
generally existing deduction from the 
Standard rate basis of 15 per cent 
will become 12 per cent on January 
1, 1935, and 10 per cent on May 1, 
1935, this in recognition of the im- 
provement which has taken place in 
railway earnings during 1934 and the 
prospect of increasing earnings in 
1935. Other employees will also re- 
ceive the benefit of this adjustment, 
except that it does not apply to su- 
pervisory officers and others whose 
Salaries are $2,700 per year or more. 

During the year a revised pension 
plan was designed and approved by 
the Board of Trustee, to be made ef- 
fective January Ist, 1935. The new 
plan authorizes a minimum basic or 
subsistence pension of $300 per year 
and the payment of supplemental 
annuities derived from equal contri- 
butions by the employee and the 
Company. The transition from the 
present pension plan will be carried 
out in such a manner that ithe pe- 
sion equity, under the present rules, 
of employees in the service at the end 
of 1934 will not be disturbed. The re- 
vised plan will not affect pensions now 
being paid. A reduction in the cost 
to the Company of future pensions 
will result from the operation of the 
new plan.
